The common cold is caused by a 
tiny virus called the rhinovirus. 
There are over 200 known varieties 
of rhinovirus, which means that al- 
though you have some immunity to 
the cold virus after you have the 
cole, there are still 199 other 
types of rhinovirus to which you 
are not immune. The rhinovirus 
works by invading one or more of 
the body's cells, multiplying in- . 
side the cell, destroying the cell, 
and then spreading to other cells.

PREVENTION 

The best way to treat the common 

cold is to avoid getting one in the 

first place. 

1) Keep up yor natural resistance. Eat 
a regular, well-balanced diet, get 
plenty of sleep and exercise regu- 
larly! 

2). Keep the humidity up in your living 
area. The cold virus has a greater 
chance of overcoming your body's 
natural defenses if your mucous 
membranes are dry. 

3) Avoid people who have colds! If 
you have the cold, try to avoid 
spreading it around! 

4) Don't smoke! Smoking dries and ir- 
ritates the mucous membranes and 
destroys cilia in the nose and 
throat*. 

TREATMENT 

The cold virus is all around us y 
and in spite of your best efforts, 
you will most likely catch one. The 
KSMC Health Service recommends: 

-get plenty of rest (to make you feel 
better, to prevent complications, & 
to keep you from spreading it around) 
-take aspirin for the aches and fever 
—use decongestants or_ anti-histamines 
(one or the other, not both) only as 
needed to relieve symptoms. They wont 
cure a cold.

SWIMMING POOL UPDATE 

We had scheduled to do the plastering of the swimming pool and complete the decking during 
the last three weeks so that the pool is ready for students to use now, when the weather 
is beginning to get warm. 

Due to the heavy rains at the end of February and the beginning of March, v experienced 
difficulties with a section of our main campus road — just west of the Carondelet Hall and 
the Heating Plant. The road developed a long crack and for that reason, we had to block off 
the outside lane of the road. 

We are presently involved in getting reports from soil engineers and geologists and 
are hoping to start the recommended repair work as soon as the City building permits can 
be obtained and the drawings are ready. 

All of these difficulties have also brought on the delay with the swimming pool. We 
have been urged to not let cement trucks and other heavy equipment pass over the damaged 
stretch of road, and therefore, we can not finish the pool at the present time. 

We are extremely sorry, but it will not be possible to complete the repairs on the 
pool until the work on the road is done and this can not' possibly take place before the end 
of this semester. Again, we are very sorry.

She also wrote free-lance articles for The Ghanaian Times and for he Ghanaian 
BrSetoti^C^. in Accra and became assistant administrator of the School of Music and Drama in the University of 
Ghana. She concluded her stay in Africa in 1966 as feature editor of The African Review in Accra 

Random House has published five best-sellers by Miss Angelou: / 
Know Why the Caged Bird Sings, Gather Together In My Name, (her two 
autobiographical novels), and three books of poetry: Just Give Me a Cool 
Drink of Water 'fore I Dine, and Oh Pray My Wings Are Gonna Fit Me 
Well, and And Still I Rise. Because of the overwhelming demand for these 
publications, all five volumes have been reprinted in paperback. 

Miss Angelou has made over 100 TV appearances on network and local 
talk shows which of course include The Tonight Show (johnny Carson), 
The Today Show, Merv Griffin, Mike Douglas, Kup's Show, etc., and was 
also the subject of an hour interview by Bill Moynahan on PBS.

Her 
renown autobiographical accounting of her youth, "I Know Why the 
Caged Bird Sings" was aired as a two-hour TV special for CBS in April, 
1979. Other television accomplishments are the five-part mini series, 
"Three Way Choice" for CBS, for which Miss Angelou is author and 
executive producer. For PBS she has hosted a study course filmed in 
thirty half-hour segments, "Humanities Through the Arts" produced at 
Golden State University and syndicated throughout the country. In 1977 
Miss Angelou received the coveted Golden Eagle Award for her 
documentary, "Afro-American in the Arts" for PBS. 

Honors from institutes of higher learning have been heaped upon Miss 
Angelou, among them the Chubb Fellowship from Yale, doctorates from 
Mills College, Lawrence University, Columbia College (Chicago), 
Occidental College, Central State University, Smith College, and she was 
on the Board of Visitors of Wake Forest University. 

Miss Angelou has had articles published in countless national publications including Cosmopolitan, Red Book and I he 
New York Times, etc., and in 1976 she was accorded The Ladies Home Journal award, "Woman of the Year in 
Communications" which she received on a nationally televised special. Miss Angclou's musical ' And Still I Rise tor which 
she is librettist, lyricist and composer, is due for a Broadway opening in the near future. And - Miss Angelou is serving on 
jimmy Carter's Presidential Commission for International Woman's Year (1978-1979).
